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Part-Time Faculty at The New School Will Strike Wednesday November 16th 


Part-time faculty at The New School, Members of Academics Come Together UAW Local 7902, 
vote overwhelmingly in favor of strike authorization and will strike starting Wednesday 
November 16th. 


New York, NY: With their current contract expired at midnight on November 13th, part-time 
faculty at The New School have voted by 97% to authorize a strike, with 87% of the 
part-time faculty working this semester participating. Unless The New School relents from 
its intransigence at the bargaining table, the part-time faculty will go out on strike starting 
Wednesday November 16th. An overwhelming 1,307 part-time faculty majority of the roughly 
1,678 part-time faculty working this semester are willing to withhold labor to fight for 
meaningful wage increases, no cuts to healthcare, and third-party protection from harassment and 
discrimination. 


Across the country, exploited academic workers have been organizing en masse for fair pay and 
decent working conditions. The New School's reputation rests on its progressive history and 
professed values -- a reputation with which its treatment of workers fails to align. 


Part-time faculty are 87% of The New School's instructional staff. The university's spending 
on their salaries comprises a mere 7.5% to 8.5% of its budget. While administrative bloat is a 
problem in universities across the country, The New School pays 2.3 times the national average 
on administration relative to instruction. Part-time faculty have not received a raise in over four 
years; as a result, their real earnings are down 1890 from 2018. After making only three 
compensation proposals in over 28 sessions, the university's final offer is a mere 3.5% wage 
increase in a time of record inflation.

This raises the broader question of the general economic status of 
owner occupiers. Ownership of real property makes owner occupation 
crucially different from other forms of housing consumption. Recog- 
nition of this difference, however, does not enable its effects to be stated 
because they depend on the wider social context within which house 
ownership exists. Yet often the effect of owner occupation on individual 
behaviour is regarded as virtually axiomatic, rather than open to 
analysis. One common approach is to treat owner occupiers as a combi- 
nation of house users (with consumption preferences) and housing 
capitalists (with investment motives). Housing is an ‘investment’ into 
which individuals sink ‘capital’ or *equity' and end up making ‘capital 
gains' from price rises. This type of terminology is deliberately avoided 


here. Money (in its role as a measure of value) is used to denote owners' 
financial gains from house price rises, so those gains are called ‘money’ 
gains rather than ‘capital’ gains. This is because the purchase of houses 
by owner occupiers does not make them capitalists, for it does not 
involve them in the social relations implied by the existence of capital. 

The point is not simply terminological, it highlights the distinctive- 
ness of the owner-occupied market. Households are undoubtedly aware 
of the financial advantages of owner occupation, and their financial 
calculations influence their choice of tenure and how much housing they 
buy. Yet housing is a means of shelter, it cannot be opted out of by a 
household. Capitalists, on the other hand, are intent upon expanding an 
amount of money capital through making a profit. In fact, their money 
only remains as capital if it is used to make profits. Capitalists, therefore, 
cannot opt out of turning their money capital over, i.e. maintaining a 
positive cash flow. 


Previous owner occupiers and capitalist suppliers have different econ- 
omic reactions to changing market circumstances. Capitalist house- 
builders, for example, obviously stop being housebuilders when they no 
longer supply houses. Slumps in the market put them in crisis as they 
cannot make sufficient profit. If they stop housebuilding completely 
they are either on the verge of bankruptcy or have switched to another 
more profitable activity. The same is not true for owner occupiers. Their 
ability to sell their houses might be impaired in a market downturn, but 
their ability to consume housing is not. They can hold their houses off 
the market if necessary until the market improves, even if this gradually 
creates increasing inconvenience and cost. The two types of supplier 
consequently respond in completely different ways to changing market 
conditions and should not be conflated by treating both as capital. 
Housebuilders, after all, have to live with market conditions in which 
the majority of suppliers are not other capitalists but owner occupiers.

HAZARDOUS CONDITIONS -- MORRISON RESIDENCE, NYACK, NEW YORK 
July 10, 1985 
1. The following list of real and potentially hazardous 


conditions are not meant to be exhaustive of the conditions 
in the building; they are offered as a partial listing only. 


2. The unused fuel storage tank in the garage may contain 
fuel residues and explosive fumes. If old, it may have 
leaked fuel into the surrounding soil. It should be filled 
either with water or sand to prevent fume bulld-up and 
sealed at the top. This is a standard remedy for abandoned 
fuel tanks (an "empty" tank is more explosiva than ова filled 
with fuel). 


3. An in-house garage is considered by the New York State 
Building Code to be a hazardous space due to the fuel and 
oil in automobiles as well as the hazard caused by carbon 
monoxide of auto exhaust. The interior finishes of the 
garage should be fire-resistant: fire-code gypsum board or 
Plaster on walls and ceilings, and fire-proof doors that 
Connect to other interior spaces. The space should be well 
ventilated, especially in winter. Spilled fuel and oil 
should bo immediately removed and flammable materials should 
not be stored in the garage. 


4. The "pit" in the garage may contain oil and fuel residues 
that are flammable (some oil appears to leaked through to 
the space below -- see the side of the large beam in the 
Center of this space). The pit should be cleaned of all 
flammable materials and filled with sand and capped with a 
sealed metal plate or concrete. The extra weight of this 
fill material may exceed the load-bearing capacity of the 
garage floor structure: if so, the pit should be removed 
and the floor filled in with concrete. 


5. Both hot water heaters had loose flues. This permits carbon 
monoxide fumes to enter the house, an extremely hazardous 
condition, especially in winter when the house is tight. 
The flues should be secured against leakage and checked 
periodically. Cracks in the chimney in the attic should be pointed.

7. The exhaust fan of the kitchen range hood was reported to 
be malfunctioning. It should be repaired to exhaust carbon 
monoxide from the kitchen, especially in winter. Any grease 
build-up on the hood or fan exhaust screen should be removed. 
The exposed wood ceiling joists in the kitchen may pose 
а hazard near the range, although if care is taken to prevent 
grease build-up the hazard should be minimal. The damaged 
Ceiling material in the dining area should be repaired because 
it helps protect the wood joists above from fire. The large 
cracks in the exposed beans of the kitchen and dining area 
may become repositories for grease. The cracks should be 
filled and tinted to match the beam color. 


8. The ceiling structure of the lowest level is exposed wood. 
If hazardous activities involving use of flame or electrical 
equipment take place in this space or if flammable materials 
are stored here, the ceiling should be covered with fire-code 
gypsum board. This will be particularly important if the 
furnace and hot water heater are not separately enclosed. 


9. Tt was reported that some of the wiring in the house has 
been installed "like extension cords". If true this poses 
à substantial hazard: circuits нау be inadvertently over-loaded 
and a fire can occur within walls if the wiring is undersized 
and improperly insulated. A thorough survey of the wiring 
systen should be undertaken to determine its condition. Some 
outlets may need to be disconnected. If fuses are regularly 
blown or circuit breakers tripped, overloading is obviously 
indicated. In this case, outlets associated with the over- 
loading should be blanked off to prevent usage until remedial 
work can be done.

"The Congressional Progressive Caucus hereby withdraws its recent letter to the White House regarding 
Ukraine. 


"The letter was drafted several months ago, but unfortunately was released by staff without vetting. As Chair 
of the Caucus, I accept responsibility for this. Because of the timing, our message is being conflated by some 
as being equivalent to the recent statement by Republican Leader McCarthy threatening an end to aid to 
Ukraine if Republicans take over. The proximity of these statements created the unfortunate appearance that 
Democrats, who have strongly and unanimously supported and voted for every package of military, strategic, 
and economic assistance to the Ukrainian people, are somehow aligned with Republicans who seek to pull 
the plug on American support for President Zelensky and the Ukrainian forces. 


“Nothing could be further from the truth. Every war ends with diplomacy, and this one will too after 
Ukrainian victory. The letter sent yesterday, although restating that basic principle, has been conflated with 
GOP opposition to support for the Ukrainians' just defense of their national sovereignty. As such, it is a 
distraction at this time and we withdraw the letter."

For most of the three decades of its 
existence, the Central Intelligence Agen-

Instead, the agency has channeled in- 
formation and misinformation through a 
once-substantial network of newspapers, 
news agencies and other communications 
entities, most of them based overseas, 
that it owned, subsidized or otherwise 
influenced over the years. 

The C.I.A,'s propagandizing appears to 
have contributed to at least some distor- 
tion of the news at home as well as 
abroad, although thé amount and nature 
of misinformation picked up by the 
American press from overseas is impos- 
sible to determine. 

Recent attention given the C.l.A.'s in- 
volvement with the press has been 
focused on reports that the agency em- 
ployed American reporters as agents and 
numbered others as sources of informa- 
tion or "assets" useful to its operations. 

The recurring allegations have led the 
House Select Committee on Intelligence 
hedule hearings on ta: matter, be- 
sinning Tuesday, and prompted The New 
York Times to survey the C.LA.'s rela- 
tionships with American news organiza- 
tions. 

While the three-month inquiry by a

tively few of the many hundreds of 
American journalists reporting from 
abroad over the past 30 years, there 
emerged a broad picture of an agency 
effort to shape news and opinions 
through a far-flung network of news or- 
ganizations that it controlled to a greater 
or Jesser degree. 

The C.LA. has refused every appeal 
for details of its secret relationship with 
American and foreign journalists and the 
news-gathering organizations that em- 
ployed them, even though most have 
been brought to an end. 

One C.LA. official, explaining that 
such relationships were entered into with 
promises of “eternal confidentiality," said 
that the agency would continue to re- 
fuse to discuss them “in perpetuity." 

But in interviews with scores of present 
and former intelligence officers, journal- 
ists and others, the scope and substance 
of those relationships became clearer. 
Among the principal features that 
emerged were the following: 

«Тһе C.I.A. has at various times owned 
or subsidized more than 50 newspapers, 
news services, radio stations, periodicals 
and other communications entities, some- 
times in this country but mostly overseas, 
that were used as vehicles for its exten- 
sive propaganda efforts, as “cover” for 
its operatives or both, Another dozen for- 
eign-based news organizations, while not 
financed by the C.LA., were infiltrated 
by paid C.I.A. agents. 

€Nearly a dozen American publishing 
houses, including some of the most 
prominent names in the industry. have 
printed at least a score of the more than 
250 English-language books financed or 
produced by the C.LA. since the early 
1950's, in many cases without being 
aware of the agency's involvement.

APPOINTMENT OF JOHN L SMITH AS SPECIAL COUNSEL 

By virtue of the authority vested in the Attorney General, including 28 U.S.C. $$ 509, 
510. $15, and $33, in order to discharge my responsibility to provide supervision and 
management of the Department of Justice, and to ensure а full and thorough investigation of 
certain matters. | hereby onder as follows: 

(а) John L- Smith is appointed 10 serve as Special Counsel for the United States 
Department of Justice- 

(b) The Special Counsel is authorized 10 conduct Ihe ongoing investigation Into whether 
any person or entity violated the law in connection with efforts to interfere with the lawful 
transfer of power following the 2020 presidential election or the certification of the Electoral 
College vote held on or about January 6, 2021, as well us any matters that arose or might arise 
directly from this investigation or that are within the scope of 28 C.F.R. $ 600.4(a). This 
authorization does not apply lo prosecutions that are currently pending in the District of 
Columbia, us well as future investigations and prosecutions of individuals for offenses they 
‘committed while physically present on the Capitol grounds on January 6, 2021. Those 
investigations and prosecutions remain under the authority of the United States Attorney for the. 
District of Columbia. Funber delineation of the authorizations between the Special Counsel and 
the United States Attorney for the District of Columbia will be provided as necessary and. 
appropriate. 


(€) The Special Counsel is further authorized to conduct the ongoing investigation 
referenced and described in the United States" Response to Motion for Judicial Oversight and 
Additional Relief, Donald 2 Trump v. United States, No, 9:22-CV-81294-AMC (S.D. Fla. Aug. 
30, 2022 (ЕСЕ No. 48 at 5-13), as well as any matters that arose or may arise directly from this 
investigation or that are within the scope of 28 C.F.R. $ 60048), 

(d) The Special Counsel is authorized to prosecute federal crimes arising from the 
investigation of these matters. The Special Counsel is also authorized to refer 10 the appropriate 
United States Atmorney discrete prosecutions that may arise from the Special Counsel's 
investigation. 

(e) Sections 600.4 to 600.10 of tie 28 of the Code of Federal Regulations are applicable 
ıo the Special Counsel.
